Orem girl’s death 
chance for public 
allergy awareness

The parents of an Orem girl who 
died Saturday from an allergic 
reaction to a candy bar she ate 
are using the incident to educate 
the public about problems associ- 
ated with her condition. 

Becki Warden, 16, died after a 
week-long coma induced by an 
allergic reaction to a candy bar 
that apparently contained trace 
amounts of peanut oil, but did not 
list the ingredient on the packag- 
ing. 

The Wardens said at a press 
conference in their home Tuesday 
that they learned of Becki’s aller- 
gy to nuts when she was just 13 
months old. 

Becki broke out in hives and 
was diagnosed as allergic. It’s 
impossible to actually test for 
anaphylaxis because the test 
itself could be fatal, Mrs. Warden 
said. 

According to a report by Anne 
Munoz-Furlong from the Food 
Allergy Network, during an ana- 
phylactic reaction, the body 
thinks the food is harmful and 
sends out chemicals to all parts of 
the body, including the lungs, 
throat and stomach to combat the 
“intruder”. These chemicals then 
cause an allergic reaction. 

“What happens with people who

get these reactions is each time 
they have an attack the time gets 
shorter and the intensity gets 
greater,” Mr. Warden said. 

One of the dangers the Wardens 
stressed to parents with anaphy- 
laxic children is not knowing 
what the ingredients really are. If 
food crosses over, whether in 
manufacturing or in a restaurant, 
there is no way to know, Mrs. 
Warden said. Crossover may be 
what killed Becki because she 
had eaten the same type of candy 
bar before without problems, she 
said. 

Besides possible mixing of ingre- 
dients during manufacturing, Mr. 
Warden said companies are not 
required to list ingredients unless 
they make up two percent or | 
more of the total. Ingredients may 
also be “hidden” as part of a 
whole. 

Mrs. Warden said the manufac- 
turers need to make labeling for 
medical as well as nutritional 
purposes. 

“They should treat nuts and 
other ingredients as if they were | 
poison, because that is exactly 
what they were to Becki,” she 
said. 

Mrs. Warden urged parents to 
learn CPR and life-saving tech- 
niques, which could prove to be 
invaluable. :

WASHINGTON Henry 
Kissinger on Tuesday denounced as 
“a flat-out lie” the allegation that 
he and others knew U.S. service- 
men were left behind when the war 
in Southeast Asia ended two 
decades ago. 

Two people who made such sug- 
gestions Monday were Kissinger’s 
colleagues from the Nixon adminis- 
tration — defense secretaries 
James R. Schlesinger and Melvin 
Laird. 

The former secretary of state and 
national security adviser acknowl- 
edged that even as he negotiated 
peace with the North Vietnamese, 
he recognized they had not provid- 
ed an adequate accounting for 
missing Americans. 

“T think it’s improbable any are 
alive today,” Kissinger said. “I have 
always kept open the possibility in 
my mind there were some in Laos.” 

Kissinger testified a day after 
other former Nixon officials, includ- 
ing Schlesinger and Laird, said 
they believed some American pris- 
oners were still in Vietnam or Laos 
after the withdrawal of U.S. troops 
and the 1973 release of more than 
591 prisoners of war. The former 
defense secretaries cited reliable 
reports of more POWs than were 
released. 

“If we had known, if we had heard 


this, we would have acted on it,” 
Kissinger said. 

He bitterly disputed suggestions: 
“that when President Nixon 
announced that all prisoners were 
on the way home, he or his aides 
knew that many were left behind.” 

“The allegation is a flat-out lie,” 
Kissinger said, blaming the asser- 
tions on “leaks that could only have 
come from this inquiry.” 

Kissinger acknowledged receiving 
“some reports alleging that live 
Americans were still in Indochina,” 
and said they “were taken serious- 
ly” by U.S. officials. 

“But no confirmed report of living 
American prisoners ever crossed 
my desk, although I am not saying 
they did not exist,” he said. 

The Senate committee room was 
crowded with spectators, some 
Vietnam veterans wearing camou- 
flage jackets and war decorations. 
Some were relatives of men still 
unaccounted for, such as Collene 
Shine of Arlington, Va., whose 
father, Air Force Lt. Col. Anthony 
Shine, was downed Dec. 2, 1972 on 
the Lao-North Vietnam border. 

“The families have been lied to,” 
she said. “We have been victims of 
lies and a lack of effort. I’d like the 
priority to be focused on returning 
Americans alive.”

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Bush says he will veto cable TV bill 


WASHINGTON — The Senate voted 74-25 on Tuesday to regulate 
cable television, sending a bill to the White House that responds to con- 
sumer complaints about rapid price increases by cable operators. 

President Bush says he'll veto it because it puts “burdensome” regula- 
tions on the industry that would hurt consumers. 

The measure requires the Federal Communications Commission to 
determine reasonable rates for minimal cable service and restrict costs 
on the equipment consumers need to operate cable television, like 
remote control devices. 

It also contains provisions designed to enhance competition in local 
communities between existing cable companies and others that could 
provide a similar kind of expanded television programming. 

The strength of the vote shows the Senate can do its part to make the 
bill law despite the president. 

Voting for the legislation were 50 Democrats and 24 Republicans. 

Sen. John Danforth, R-Mo., one of the bill’s sponsors, said he hoped 
Bush would not veto the bill. “There are a number of Republican sena- 
tors who would like to support the president, but have a record support- 
ing this. It’s very hard to ask them to go back and change positions.” 


Rome firms to clean up Colosseum 


ROME — With a symbolic spray of cleansing water, restoration began 
Tuesday on the 2,000-year-old Colosseum, blackened by car exhaust and 
rattled by traffic. 

Actual work to clean the monument and make it more resistant to traf- 
fic vibrations and earthquake tremors won’t begin for some time until 
studies are completed. 

The ancient amphitheater, symbol of “Eternal Rome,” will stay open to 
tourists during the work, scheduled to take up to four years. 

Among the guests at the ceremony was the president of the Banca di 
Roma, which is footing the $32 million bill. Plans to shore up the monu- 
ment stood still for years while a sponsor was sought. With city and 
national coffers short of funds, companies ranging from mattress manu- 
facturers to insurance sellers have stepped in to the rescue. 


New home construction soars in August 


WASHINGTON — Construction of new homes and apartments posted 
the steepest advance in 18 months in August, the government reported 
Tuesday, but analysts predicted that activity will level off for the rest of 
the year. 

The Commerce Department said housing starts surged 10.4 percent to 
a seasonally adjusted annual rate of 1.24 million, up from 1.12 million in 
July. Except for the Northeast, all regions reported gains, including the 
South, where some analysts had expected construction to be curbed in 
areas drenched by Hurricane Andrew late in the month. 

Analysts said the big increase was due to mortgage rates that dropped 
below 8 percent in August for the first time in two decades. 

“It seemed to unleash some people who were waiting in the wings,” 
said economist David F. Seiders of the National Association of Home 
Builders. However, Seiders contended the weak labor market will 
restrain housing activity during the remainder of 1992. 


Clinton taunts Bush on debate refusal 


EAST LANSING, Mich. — Bill Clinton taunted President Bush for 
refusing to debate on Tuesday, and defended his home-state record 
against a scathing attack by Bush, who was on a dash through the six 
states surrounding Arkansas. 

Ross Perot added another twist by saying he had made a mistake when 
he abandoned plans to enter the race. The Texas businessman didn’t say 
he would reverse that decision, but did say supporters were “looking at 
the situation.” 

In Michigan, Clinton said Bush was afraid to debate because he would 
have to defend four years in which 3 million Americans lost their jobs, 
industrial production fell for the first time in history, 2 million more 
Americans slipped into poverty and average family incomes declined. 

Bush dissected Clinton’s state record, saying there was a “grand 
canyon” separating the Democrat’s state legacy and the promises he has 
made in the presidential race. So aaer 
Bush’ said’ Clinton had pushed regressive taxes as goveror, failed to

DALLAS Ross Perot said 
Tuesday he “made a mistake” in 
dropping his independent presiden- 
tial challenge, delivering yet anoth- 
er broad hint that he may engage 
in active campaigning in the final 
weeks of the race. 

The Texas businessman com- 
plained that neither President 
Bush nor Democratic nominee Bill 
Clinton had offered serious propos- 
als to deal with the nation’s budget 
deficit. 

Former media adviser Jim 
Squires said Perot had no illusions 
of winning such a race, but that he 
might begin running ads and mak- 
ing speeches in states like Texas 
and Florida, where he could affect 
the outcome. 

Mainly, “This is an invitation to 
Bill Clinton to put a serious eco- 
nomic proposal on the table,” 
Squires said. 

Interviewed on “CBS This 
Morning,” Perot said he thought 
when he abandoned the race in 
July that the major parties would 
more directly address economic 
issues that worry him and his sup- 
porters. 

“In retrospect, I think I made a 
mistake because they really didn’t 
face the issues,” Perot said. 

“I don’t know what he’s doing but 
he’s obviously up to something,” 
said Bush senior campaign adviser 
Charles Black. Black said that 
while an active Perot candidacy 
could hurt Bush in Texas, it might 
“put some other. states in play that 
aren't in play now.” 

George Stephanopoulos, commu- 
nications director of the Clinton 
campaign, said that Clinton consid- 
ers his own economic plan “a seri- 
ous economic proposal that pro- 
motes growth and reduces the 
deficit.” 

“We'll continue to focus on the 
economy in everything we do,” 
Stephanopoulos said. 

Perot said that neither Clinton’s 
plan nor Bush’s adds up in terms of 
trimming the nation’s deficit. 

Perot has proposed austere bud- 
get cuts and some tax increases, 
including higher taxes on gasoline. 

After the CBS show, Perot met 
privately with Democratic Party 
Chairman Ronald Brown, who 
expressed hope that Perot would 
study Clinton’s economic plan and

Europe must listen to Danes, minister of education says

The citizens of Denmark have 
looked at themselves, until recent- 
ly, as a small country with a limit- 
ed voice and a limited 
influence. 

“Now this way of look- 
ing at ourselves has | 
changed. Whether they 
(the European countries) 
like it or not, they have to 
listen to the Danes,” said 
Bertel Haarder, the 
Danish minister of 
Education and Research, 
in a forum sponsored by 
the David M. Kennedy 
Center for International 
Studies Tuesday. 

Haarder focused a portion of his 
address on the Maastricht Treaty. 
In a vote Sunday, France narrowly 
passed the treaty which would cre- 
ate a unified Europe. Denmark 
remains the only European country 
that has not passed the treaty. 

“For the first time, all 11 coun- 
tries are looking at Denmark and 
asking ‘What do you want?” 
Haarder said. “The Danish 
strength is, in theory, that we 
could block the whole develop- 
ment.”

Haarder suggested ways in which 
the Danes might approve the 
treaty. “I see a prospective in writ- 
ing, a Bill of States Rights and put 
that as an amendment to the 
Maastricht Treaty.” 

The Bill of States 
Rights would serve all of 
the European countries 
and would place a limit on 
the amount of power gov- 
ernment authorities could 
exercise. 
Haarder also sug- 
gested the formation of 
reservations regarding the 
defense policy, the policy 
of European citizenship 


These reservations would 
be applicable only to Denmark, not 
the whole of Europe. 

“From what I have read, the min- 
isters find this acceptable,” 
Haarder said. 

Haarder expects that sometime 
next spring there might be a new 
referendum, and it will be the last 
bidthe Danes receive. Haarder said 
80 percent of the Danes want to 
stay in the European community, 
but 50 percent did not approve of 
the conditions surrounding the 
Maastricht Treaty.

Perot’s question: 
To run or not run 


Will he or will he not run? That is the question in the minds of many 
voters across the Unites States about Ross Perot. 

Perot is doing an apparent “about face” after announcing on July 16 
that he would not be a presidential contender. Although he has 
appeared on all the network news programs, Perot hasn’t disclosed 
whether he’s back in the race. 

His money is speaking louder than his mouth. Attorney Matthew 
Lifflander, former leader of the Perot volunteer petition drive in New 
York, said since dropping out of the race, Perot has spent hundreds of 
thousands of dollars seeking signatures to place himself on the New 
York ballot: $200,000 for newspaper advertising, $50,000 for direct mail, 
$30,000 to reprint his petitions and larger sums not yet disclosed for 
radio, office space, staff, paid petition carriers and election lawyers. 
Perot’s supporters have successfully put his name on the ballots of all 50 
states and they have mobilized to become a great force for much-needed 
reform that George Bush and Gov. Bill Clinton are taking seriously. 

Perot does have many ideas to offer America. He and his supporters 
have launched an unprecedented political campaign for change in the 
United States. But after dashing the hopes of millions of Americans in 
July, he can never be a credible candidate. “Mr. Perot bowed out because 
he didn’t have the temperament to be a candidate,” Lifflander said. “He 
didn’t like the criticism that came with the job.” 

He did not understand why he should have been embarrassed in a 
speech to the National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People. Perot repeatedly referred to blacks as “you people.” He also 
didn’t know how to handle the media on issues he considered to be his 
personal business, or when there were charges that alleged he hired 
investigators to inquire into the Bush family, or when Perot allegedly 
fired an executive after finding out the individual was gay. The multi- 
million dollar businessman also didn’t understand why so many of his 
supporters were disappointed and angry when he quit after they had 
spent time and money because they believed in him. 

Character is examined in modern-day presidential elections. But when 
Perot was scrutinized under the media’s microscope, 
it was apparent he couldn’t stand the heat and 
decided to bail out instead of fighting back. How can Perot succeed when 
he says he’s not running, but is filing sworn statements that he is a can- 
didate. Many of his former supporters say it is apparent Perot is trying 
to overcome his shame by getting back into the race just late enough to 
avoid painful criticism. 

By playing election roulette with the voters, Perot is damaging the 


democratic process and will ultimately break the hearts of his support-.

Family leave bill tests 
values of Republicans 


In an election where “family values” is a 
hot topic for President Bush, it is impor- 
tant for people to know where Mr. Bush 
really stands on family values. 

Two years ago Congress approved a bill 
that would allow workers to take up to 12 
weeks of unpaid leave for family emergen- 
cies. President Bush vetoed the bill, saying 
it would cost businesses too much. 
Congress recently sent a similar bill for 
the president’s approval, but once again he 
has vowed to veto it. 

The family leave bill, if approved, would 
make it possible for workers in companies 
with over 50 employees to take. time off 
without pay to deal with family problems. 
Days could be taken off for important fam- 
ily matters such as pregnancy, a death in 


Under the current system, if an employee 
needs to take off days for family leave, he 
or she is subject to being fired. All this leg- 
islation does is guarantee the worker’s job. 
This will actually lead to an increase in 
productivity. Temporary workers are used 
to doing different jobs and could adjust to 
a new job more quickly than a newly hired 
employee. In addition, a temporary worker 
is probably more productive than an 
employee who is forced to remain at work 
during a family crisis.

Not everyone can afford to take off long 
periods of time without pay, but the family 
leave bill would give employees the chance 
to be with their families in a true emer- 
gency. 


Plan is inexpensive 

President Bush’s complaint that it would 
cost too much is not grounded in fact. In 
truth, the family leave bill would not cost 
businesses an excessive amount. Because 
it is unpaid leave, the only potential cost to 
business is in maintaining insurance and 
benefits and a possible loss in productivity. 

A responsible business should be expect- 
ed to provide health care for its employees. 
To threaten to cut off these benefits in the 
very hour when they are most needed, 
such as a medical emergency in the family, 
is simply wrong. Requiring business to 
maintain‘these benefits is not an unrea- 
sonable burden. Also, temporary workers 


are not normally offered benefits, so there. 


are no additional costs. 


counties in other 
states have also adopted family leave laws. 
The economy of these areas are certainly 
not collapsing like the opponents of this 
bill have grimly predicted. 

In a country where more than half of all 
households have both parents working full 
time, it has become difficult to financially 
support a family and keep it from falling 
apart. Many parents are forced to work 
long hours and can’t be with their families 
even in important situations. The family 
leave bill would let people work and still 
be responsible parents. This again shows 
the Democratic Congress’s concern for 
families and commitment to putting people 
first. 

President Bush has spent considerable 
time stumping family values. The BYU 
Democrats believe he should put his pen 
where his mouth is and sign the bill.

BYU loses Herring, 
heads for Hawaii

BYU head coach LaVell Edwards 
has revealed that the injury to 
starting offensive left tackle Eli 
Herring is more serious than first 
thought.

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Program helps 
prevent drug 
use in youth

Two BYU students delivered a 
drug prevention message to a class 
of sixth-graders Tuesday at 
Wasatch Elementary School. 

Brad Lundahl, 22, a junior major- 
ing in family science from Logan, 
and Deana Freeman, 19, a sopho- 
more majoring in secondary educa- 
tion from Meadow, Millard County, 
met with students and discussed 
peer pressure and the problems of 
drug use. 

Lundahl and Freeman are 
employed by the Utah County 
Council on Drug Abuse and 
Rehabilitation, also known as The 
Gathering Place. 

The Gathering Place delivers its 
drug prevention message to ele- 
mentary schools in Utah County 
from Goshen to Lehi. The program, 
called Project Alert, runs for 10 
consecutive weeks, with each class 
receiving a message one day a 
week. 

“ve been working here for about 
a year and I| love working with the 
kids,” Lundahl said. 

“They look up to us as role models 
because we’re older and can pro- 
vide a positive example,” Freeman 
said. 

The presentations include drug 
prevention, refusal skills, dealing 
with peer pressure and stress man- 
agement. 

“The best thing I like about this 
job is you really feel like you’re get- 
ting something done,” Lundahl 
said. 

Lundahl also said last year he 
taught over 8,000 students and this 
year expects to meet with over 
9,000 students. “There is a tremen- 
dous amount of peer pressure for 
fifth and sixth-graders and we hope 
we are helping kids deal with it,” 
Lundahl said. 


Ken Chesler, coordinator of the | 


Alert program, said the program 
concentrates on fifth- and sixth- 
graders because the national aver- 
age age at which students first 
experiment with drugs is 11. 

“We hate to sound negative, but 
usually drug prevention programs 
in high schools are too late,” 
Chesler said. Chesler said often 
many kids are already hooked on 
drugs by high school and need drug 


rehabilitation programs instead of 


drug prevention programs. 

The message utilizes role-play 
and examples to show that drug 
use only eliminates problems tem- 
porarily. Material is taken from a 
model based on choices, decisions, 
action and consequences. 

The program is funded by a grant 
provided by the Conrad Hilton 
Foundation and is based on testing 
done by the Rand Corporation in 
California and Oregon.
